The first large immigration of Zionists to I 


the Middle East began about 1882, ac-l 
cording to historian Walter Laqueur, in his I 
book "The Road to Jerusalem," when 141 
young men and one woman landed at the I 
port of Yaffa. The immigration continued I 
for the next 65 years and the Arabs were I 
understandably uneasy at such a mass I 
move into their country.

Neither side would concede anything to 1 


the other, and claims of prior right and I 
priorities of religion finally forced Great I 
Britian, who had had jurisdiction over the I 
area, to dump the problem on the UN in I 
1947. 


In 1917, the Balfour Declaration by I 


Great Britian had, in general terms, 
recognized Palestine as the homeland of I 
the Jews. This came, it should be noted, 
during the end of World War I and the I 
Arabs also received ambiguous promises I 
of the same lands in the form of the! 
Hussain-McMahon letters that promised 
Syria, 
including Palestine, to King I

I According to Laqueur, the collective I 


I guilt of the 
world over Germany's I 


I inhuman treatment and persecution of the I 
Jews during WWII contributed much to the I 


I general world support of the final creation I 


j of Israel in 1947. But, he further states, the I 
Arabs did not feel that they should be I 
driven from their homes in order to create I 
the Zionist nation. 


During 
this 
transitional 
period, 


Palestine was a part of the Turkish 
dominions that had been governed by 
Great Britian. 


''Hundreds of thousands of Arabs were 


expelled from their homes following 
Zionist invasion and aggression," Laqueur 
writes, describing the Arab viewpoint, 
"lost most of their belongings, became 
refugees; the Jewish refugee problem was 
solved by creating an Arab refugee 
problem." 


Neither side, he further notes, was 


satisfied by the divisions drawn by the UN 
I in 1947 and much of the subsequent 
fighting can be attributed to these boun- 
dary disputes. 


The Jewish position, as detailed by 


Laqueur, is attributable to timing. 


"The Jewish national movement had the 


misfortune," he writes, '.'to be a late- 
Icomer among the nations, and what would 
have passed as the most natural thing in 
I the world in the nineteenth century was to 
I be rejected in the twentieth.

Racial tension at Corsicana 


High School has not disap- 
peared, but the situation is 
better this year than ever 
before. 


That is the situation which 


CHS Principal Mark Culwell 
reported to the school system's 
Human Relations Committee in 
its first meeting of the year 
Tuesday night. 


The committee was formed 


last year after racial fighting 
and unrest erupted in October of 
1974. 


Following the report that 


racial harmony is improving, 
the committee agreed to cut 
down on the amount of meetings 
this year. Bob Armistead was 
elected chairman of the com- 
mittee. 
He 
succeeds 
Don 


Bowen, who asked that he not be 
renominated. 


Culwell told the group, "So 


far this year there's no com- 
parison with last year from the 
standpoint of getting along. 
We've had no problems, nothing 
that even comes close to racial 
conflict." 


THE CHS PRINCIPAL said 


that there have been some 
"individual 
problems, 
but 


nothing involving more than one 
or two students, and very little 
of that." 


Culwell said that the reason 


the situation was better is that, 
"Our kids have learned some 
restraint." 


He said that racial attitudes 


and feelings are "still intense" 
at CHS, some of them even 
"very bitter." But he said that 
the students are "adjusting to 
the problem, practicing some 
courtesy and restraint." 


Culwell said that the CHS 


staff, especially the counselors, 
feel that "our kids this year are 
more courteous and respectful 
than in any other year." 
^Following his report, the nine 
members of the committee who 
were present agreed to meet 
less frequently this year than 
last year, when they met 
monthly during the winter and 
spring semester through April. 


MEMBERS DID AGREE to 


visit CHS in small groups in 
light of CulwelTs suggestion 
that they "come spend a couple 
of hours here, let us talk with 
you and let you see how we live 
out here." 


The committee also agreed to 


ask school administrators to 
poll committee members to see 
if they wished to continue 
serving, Armistead noting that 
some of the members had never 
appeared at a meeting. 


Culwell also agreed to appoint 


replacements 
for 
student 


members who had graduated. 


The committee sponsored two 


discussion sessions last year 
among students of all races on 
the racial situation at the high 
school and how it might be 


improved. Armistead and Mrs. 
Aline Marshall moderated the 
sessions. 


Armistead said that the first 


session 
involved 
primarily 


student body leaders and that it 
was a very productive session. 


HE 
SAID 
THE 
SECOND 


session, which involved some of 
the students who had been in- 
volved in the October racial 
disharmony, 
was 
not 
as 


productive. He said that-many 
involved agreed that racial 
fighting was not productive but 
that they nevertheless said they 
wouldn't back down from a fight 
if fighting arose. He said that he 
came away from the session 
with 
a 
feeling 
of 
"the 


frustration 
school 
ad- 


ministrators must feel" when 
trying to counsel with students 
who do not want to modify their 
behavior. 


* 


Mrs. Marshall said that the 


session 
did 
convince 
one 


student, who had brought a 
chain to school in the racial 
fighting, not to do so again. 


Armistead said one positive 


factor from the dialogue was 
that several of the students 
admitted that they would never 
have heard the views of op- 
posite races if they had not been 
invited to participate. 


THE GROUP AGREED that 


since the racial situation was 
progressing smoothly at the 
school, 
further 
student 


discussions 
would 
not 
be 


productive. 


Several members of the 


committee 
Tuesday 
were 


particularly complimentary of 
Culwell, his efforts to achieve 
better race relations and his 
success in gaining the con- 
fidence of the students.

Lone Star Gas received initial 


approval on a three per cent 
rate hike Tuesday night without 
any opposition from citizens or 
city commissioners. 


In fact, the motion for ap- 


proval was made by Comm. R. 
A. Armistead, who had been the 
most persistent critic of rate 
increases for Texas Power and 
Light and Southwestern Bell. 


Lone Star Regional Manager 


R. A. Jones explained that the 
gas company needed the in- 
crease to combat inflation in the 
labor and supply 
markets; 


offset 
the 
rising 
cost 
of 


borrowing money and to defuse 
the ever-increasing cost of 
natural gas. 


THE 
FOUR 
MEMBERS 


present Tuesday, Jim Lightfoot 
was absent, agreed with Jones' 
contentions and the motion for 


rapproval passed on a vote of 2-0- 
2. Armistead and Wayne Norris 
voted in favor of the increase 
with Mayor Sue Youngblood 
and H. R; Stroube Jr. both 
abstaining. 


Stroube explained that since 


he is a gas producer and sells 
gas to Lone Star, he thought it 
would be in the best interest of 
both the gas company and 
himself if he abstained., 


Mrs. Youngblood noted that 


one of her sons works for Lone 
Star. 


In moving for passage of the 


increase, Armistead said he had 
three reasons for doing so. 


His main reason was that 


examination of the company's 
financial picture showed that 
"it is not still making increased 
profits" every quarter as were 
the other two utilities. Lone Star 


Star 


hike 


has been making profits, but 
they have been decreasing since 
1974. 


SECONDLY, 
HE 
NOTED 


that the increase presented to 
the 
city 
commission 
was 


exactly that recommended by 
the 
Texas 
Railroad 
Com- 


mission, adding he favors state 
utility regulations. 


Armistead 
also 
said 
he 


considered the "element of 
fairness" because "two much 
bigger companies" had been 
granted 
"two much bigger 


increases." 


Jones emphasized that the 


new rate was designed to 
"benefit the lower and fixed 
income 
customers," 
saying 


there would be no increases on 
the rates for the first 1,000 cubic 
feet of gas. 


SAYING THAT THE average 


customer used about 7,000 cubic 
feet per month, Jones said the 
new rate would cost an average 
of $3 more per year per 
customer. 


Jones noted that the city's 


approval of the fuel cost ad- 
justment clause in 1972 had 
allowed 
the 
company 
to 


gradually recover some of its 
fuel cost losses and was in- 
strumental in the request for 
only a three per cent increase. 


Jones also said that the gas 


company will be renegotiating 
contracts with commercial gas 
customers. He explained that 
contracts that expire between 
now and the end of the year will 
be re-drawn for one year at the 
present rate. 


But all new contracts prior to 


Jan. 1 and contracts renewed 
after that time will include 
higher rates.

GOP governors favor Ford 


WICHITA, Kan. (AP) - An 


overwhelming majority of Re- 
publican governors surveyed 
say they support President 
Ford in his 1976 bid for the 
White House. But there appear 
to be enough doubts among the 
stafc executives to make the 
Republican Governors Associ- 
ation's winter conference a 
lively gathering. 


At least 10 of the nation's 13 


GOP governors along with Vice 
President Nelson A. Rockefeller 
are expected to attend the 
three-day conference, which 
opens Thursday with an agenda 
focusing on the energy crisis, 
federal revenue sharing and 
rising crime. 


Eight of 10 Republican gover- 


nors contacted by The Associ- 
ated Press said they are sup- 
porting Ford for the nomi- 
nation. One GOP governor was 
noncommittal, although known 
to admire former California 
Gov. Ronald Reagan, and an- 
Fromjne trial 


other supports Reagan's 
didacy. 


The vice president is sched- 


uled to arrive late Thursday, 
address a business session Fri- 
day morning and depart atiout 
noon. 


President Ford was invilted 


but informed host Gov. Robert 
F. Bennett of Kansas about two 
weeks ago he couldn't makts it. 
Rockefeller already was sched- 
uled long before that. 


The governor who was non- 


committal on supporting Fo:rd, 
Gov. James B. Edwards of 
South Carolina, said, "It is 19 till 
far too early to make a fornnal 
commitment because all poten- 
tial candidates have not made 
their intentions known." 


Gov. Meldrim Thomson Jr. of 


New Hampshire, the only 'Re- 
publican governor in the Ncu-th- 
sast, is on record opposing 
Ford's candidacy and staunchly 
supporting Reagan. 


One other governor hedged 


slightly. "I am on record as 
saying I will support President 
Ford if his administration con- 
tinues to perform in the posi- 
tive way that it has in recent 
months," said Gov. Otis R. 
Bowen of Indiana. 


Alaska Gov. Jay Hammond 


said he is endorsing Ford's can- 
didacy and isn't likely to switch 
to Reagan, but confirmed Rea- 
gan likely would draw substan- 
tial voter support in his state. 


Three of the Republican gov- 


ernors mentioned as potential 
Ford running mates all support 
him. They are Robert Ray of 
Iowa, Christopher Bond of Mis- 
souri and Dan Evans of Wash- 
ington. 


"I have no problem with sup- 


porting him," said Bond. "I 
won't make a formal pledge of 
support, however, until the ap- 
propriate time." 


"I think he's our best chance 


for victory next November, and 
I'm not one to drop a potential 


Hearing opens on motions 
to dismiss or call mistrial 


SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 


— The federal judge presiding 
over the trial of Lynette 
Fromme must decide whether 
to dismiss the charges against 
her, declare a mistrial or con- 
tinue her trial on a charge of 
attempting to kill President 
Ford. 


U.S. District Court Judge 


Thomas MacBride opens a 
hearing today on motions by 
Miss Fromme's attorney to dis- 
miss the charges against Miss 
Fromme or declare a mistrial 
on grounds that evidence was 
withheld. 


If MacBride dismisses the 


charges, Miss Fromme appar- 
ently would go free. If he de- 
clares a mistrial, the prose- 
cution says it will seek a new 
trial. If MacBride allows the 
trial to proceed, the defense 
would then make its opening 
statement. 


Miss Fromme's 
attorney, 


John Virga, contends that the 
prosecution failed to show him 
a witness' statement to police 
which quoted her as saying, "It 
wasn't loaded, anyway." 


Miss Fromme, 27, a follower 


of convicted mass murderer 
Charles Manson, was arrested 
in a park outside the staite 
Capitol on Sept. 5. Secret Serv- 
ice agents said she pointed a 
loaded .45 caliber pistol at Ford 
from two feet away. 


Prosecutors contend 
MJ ss 


Fromme tried to fire the semi- 
automatic pistol 
and 
w.as 


shocked when it didn't go o:Ef. 
Prosecution witnesses quoted 
her as saying, in a tone of re- 
gret or disbelief, "It didn't igo 
off." 


Both the prosecution and the 


defense submitted written argu- 
ments Tuesday on Virga's mo- 
tions. 


Virga said he didn't learn un- 


til last Friday of the statement 
to police by James Damir, a 
Sacramento State Universiilty 
student. The police reported 
that Damir, 23, told them cm 
the day of the incident that 
Miss Fromme, lying under a 
tree after her arrest, said ire- 
peatedly, "It wasn't .loadtvd, 
anyway." 


Secret Service agents sedd 


there were four live rounds .in 
the magazine of the gun, but it 


couldn't have fired because 
there was no cartridge in the 
firing chamber. 


Virga said Damir gave police 


"a statement that, if this jury 
believed it, would totally exon- 
erate her." MacBride has said 
he told prosecution attorneys to 
turn over to the defense at the 
start of the trial any material 
that tended to prove Miss 
Fromme's innocence. 


A prosecutor, Asst. U.S. Atty. 


Donald Heller, said he ques- 
tioned Damir in his office sev- 
eral times, but the youth said 
he was no longer sure Miss 
Fromme had made that state- 
ment. 


Heller said the statement by 


Miss Fromme that Damir now 
recalls is the one he quoted to 
the grand jury: "It didn't go 
off. What are you worried 
about?" Damir also testified 
that's the statement he remem- 
bers. 


Virga contends he should 


have had the right to question 
Damir when the events were 
fresh in his mind, and to use 
Damir's statement in cross-ex- 
amining witnesses. 


Pentagon takes a hand 
in Panama Canal talks 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Am- 


bassador Ellsworth Bunker is 
returning to Panama for anoth- 
er round of Canal Zone treaty 
talks with the Pentagon repre- 
sented for the first time in the 
11-year history of the negotia- 
tions. 


Bunker went back to Panama 


for a resumption of the talks to- 
day. 


In a move to give the De- 


fense Department a direct role 
in the negotiations, Bunker last 
week agreed to appointment of 
a former colleague, 
retired 


Army Lt. Gen. Wellborn Dol- 
vin, to the U.S. negotiating 
team. 


The Pentagon has been a hot- 


bed of opposition to the treaty 
negotiations — fearing, accord- 
ing to U.S. officials, that the 
State Department has been too 
eager to satisfy Panamanian 
demands for eventual control 
over the operation and defense 
of the canal. 


Serious reservations 
have 


been expressed privately by 
such officials as the chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
Gen. George Brown, assistant 


secretary of defense Robert Hil- 
Isworth and former Secretairy 
of the Army Howard Callaw£i;y, 
now President Ford's campai e;n 
manager. 


Personality conflicts also are 


reported to have contributed l:o 
the appointment of Dolvin, w.h o 
served in South Vietnam when 
Bunker was the U.S. ambassa- 
dor there. Bunker has been the 
chief U.S. negotiator for a nerw 
Canal Zone treaty for the past 
two years. 


Until now, his lone deputy 


has been career diplomat S. 
Morey Bell, described by onie 
U.S. official as a "total ana- 
thema" to the Pentagon. 


The official said Bell wsts 


"too secretive" to suit the Pen- 
tagon. The Pentagon's internist 
in the negotiations stems from 
the 14 U.S. military bases in 
the Canal Zone, manned by 
about 10,000 U.S. servicemen. 


As American officials see :fct, 


a draft treaty will have a bes't- 
ter chance of Senate ratifica- 
tion if a military man like Doll- 
vin is around to testify in its 
behalf.

RABAT, Morocco (AP) — 


Morocco's 350,000 invaders of 
the Spanish Sahara were or- 
dered to break camp today and 
prepare to return home follow- 
ing the Spanish parliament's 
approval of legislation paving 
the way for transfer of the ter- 
ritory to Morocco and Mau- 
ritania. 


Military sources said the first 


convoys of the civilian volun- 
teers who began arriving in the 
southern desert four weeks ago 
would leave Tarfaya, their base 
north of the border, today or 
Thursday. 


King Hassan in a broadcast 


Monday said the march had 
ended in triumph. 


The Cortes, Spain's parlia- 


ment, voted 345-4 Tuesday to 
approve a decolonization law 
ending Spanish rule in the Sa- 
hara on Feb. 28, 1976. Spain's 
ambassador to the United Na- 
tions, Jaime de Pinies, said in 
New York that his government 
agreed to/set up an interim ad- 


ministration in the colony wi'th 
auxiliary governors from Mo- 
rocco and Mauritania. 


De Pinies indicated that 


Spain had agreed to cede this 
territory to Morocco and Mau- 
ritania after the U.N. Security 
Council failed to stop Hassan''s 
massive march. He said the 
wishes of the 80,000 people of 
the territory concerning their 
political future would be dete r- 
mined through the Jemaa, the 
territoial assembly of tribal 
leaders. 


Morocco will get the northern 


part of the Colorado-size terri- 
tory, which includes vast phas- 
phate deposits, and Mauritania 
will get the southern part ad- 
joining its borders. The agree- 
ment worked out in Madrid 
also guarantees Spain's $62!5 
million investment in the phou- 
phate mines and provides four 
joint Spanish-Moroccan oper- 
ation of the industry.
